Brands Chief Justice’s Opinion as Mis­ 


chievous and Predicts Turmoil In 


Business as Result of “Rule of Res­ 


ton.” 


W ashington, 
May 26. — Associate 
Justice H arlan tiled in the suprem e 
court his form al dissenting opinion in 
the S tandard Oil case. 
N ot satisfied with his oral dissent 
for the c o u rt’s decision, as handed 
down by Chief Justice White, Justice! 
H arlan entirely rewrote the stenogra­ 
phic report of his rem arks from the j 
bench. 
Justice H arlan brands as mischiev-' 
ous the 
modification 
made by the 
court in th e decree of the lower courts 
perm itting subsidiary corporations of) 
the S tandard Oil, after the dissolution! 
of the com bination, to m ake “norm al 
and lawful agr cutout” am ong them ­ 
selves. Chief Justic e W hite had char-1 
acterized this modification as “minor.” 1 
T he ju stice also says: 
“The disposition of th e case under 
consideration, according to the views 
of the defendants, will, it is claimed, 
quiet and give rest to th e business of 
the country.’ On Hie contrary, I have 
a strong conviction that it will throw 
the business of the country Into con­ 
fusion and invite widely extended and 
h arassing litigation, Hie injurious ef­ 
fects of which will be felt for many 
years to com e.” 
In connection with what he ti rms a 
"m ischievous 
modification,” 
Justice 
H arlan quotes tile chief justice a - say­ 
ing that “it does not necessarily fol­ 
low that because an illegal r e s tr a in 
of trade or att attem pt to monopolize 
or a monopolization resulted from tile 
com bination aud the tran sfer of the 
stocks of the subsidiary corporation 
to the New Jersey corporation, that a 
like restraint of trade or attem pt to 
monopolize or a monopolization would 
necessarily arise from agreem ent be 
tween one or more of the subsidiary 
corporations atte r the transfer of tile 
stoc k by th e Nev. Jersey corporation.’’ 
“T aking this language In connect! n 
with oilier parts of the opinion,” says 
Justice Hat Ian, “the subsidiary coni*, 
panies are thus, in effect, informed — 
unwisely, I think 
that although the 
New Jersey corporation, l»eing an il­ 
legal com bination, must go out cif ex­ 
istence, they may Join in an agree­ 
ment to rest 1 ain com m erce am ong Hie 
states, if sue ii restraint lie not ‘un­ 
due.’ ” 
Justice Harlan reiterates that the 
court reversed its form er rulings in 
the T ran s-Missouri Freight and Joint 
Traffic assentation cases. Quoting from 
each, he says: 
“These utterances show so clearly 
and affirmatively, as to adm it of no 
doubt, th a t this court, many years ago, 
upon the fullest consideration. Inter­ 
preted the anti trust act, as prohibit­ 
ing and making ailegal not only every 
contract or com bination, in w hatever 
form, which was in restraint of inter­ 
state com m erce, without regard to Its 
reasonableness or unreasonableness, 
but ai) monopolies or attem pt to mo- j 
uopolize ‘any p a rt’ of such trude or 
com m erce.” 
Justice H arlan c alls particular at- ‘ 
tent ion to an opinion of Judge Taft, J 
now the president, iii the Addystone 
Ripe c ase. 
“Judge Taft said,’’ he points out, 
“that, according to the dec ision of this 
court in the freight association case, 
’contracts in 
restrain t of in terstate 
transportation were within the statute 
w hether the restrain ts could he re­ 
garded as reasonable at common law 
or not.’ ’’ 
The justice also quotes from an ad ­ 
verse report m ade in 19o9 by the sen ­ 
ate judiciary com m ittee in reference 
to a bill proposing to am end the S h er­ 
man anti tru st law to distinguish be­ 
tween 
reasonable and unreasonatde 
restraints. 
“On reading the opinion Just deliv­ 
ered," he adds, “the first inquiry will 
he. th a t as the court is unanim ous in 
holding that th e particular things done 
by the Standard Oil com pany and Its 
subsidiary com panies, in 
this case, 
were illegal under th e anti-trust act, 
w hether those things were in reason­ 
able or unreasonable restraint cif In 
terxtate com m erce, wily was it neces- 
sary to m ake an elaborate argum ent, 
as is done In teh opinion, to show' that, 
according to Hie ’rule of reason,’ the 
act as if it contained the word ‘un­ 
reasonable’ or the weird ‘undue.’ 
“In effect, the court says that It 
will now, for the til st time, bring the 
diaeu sion under the 'light of reason' 
and apply th e Tule of reaso n ’ to th e 
question to be decided. 
I have the an 
t bority of this court for saying that 
such a course of proceedings on its 
part would be Judicial legislation. 
“The suprem e law of the land, which 
is binding alike ui»on all 
upon presi­ 
dents, congresses, the courts and the 
people 
give s to congress, aud to con­ 
gress alone, authority to regulate in­ 
terstate c o m m e r c e, and when congress 
forbids 
any restrain t of such com ­ 
merce, in any form, all m ust obey Its 
mandate. 
"To overreach tile action of con­ 
gress met cly by Judicial construction— 
that is. by indirection—is a blow at 
the Integrity of our governm ental sys 
tem, aud in the end will prove Most 
dangerous to all.”
